On Libya, Clinton Shields Obama 


Critics argue she 
shouldn’t take blame 
for seeurity lapses 


Lima, Peru 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton repeated on Tuesday 
her statement taking sole respon- 
sibility for security at all of Ameri- 
ca’s diplomatic missions, an attempt 
to clear a political obstacle for her 
boss, President Barack Obama, 
ahead of his second debate with 
Republican Mitt Romney. 

“I take responsibility,” Clinton 
said in a written statement. “I’m in 
charge of the State Department’s 
60,000-plus people all over the 
world [at] 275 posts.” 

She would not answer questions 
on the statement. 

With only weeks before the pres- 
idential election, outrage has crys- 
tallized around Vice President Joe 
Biden’s claim in last week’s debate 
with Republican vice presidential 
nominee Paul Ryan that “we weren’t 
told” about requests for extra secu- 
rity at the consulate where assail- 
ants killed U.S. Ambassador Chris

Backstory 

Initial reports indicated the violent attack in Benghazi was one of a number of 
demonstrations in several Muslim countries over a U.S. film that denigrated the 
Prophet Muhammad. The U.S. ambassador to the United Nations, Susan Rice, 
said in the days after the event that there was no indication of a planned attack. 
Within days, the White House said new findings indicated the attack was inten- 
tional and coordinated. Three separate investigations into the attack are being 
conducted: an FBI probe into the deaths of the four Americans, an independent 
inquiry by a panel appointed by Clinton and the congressional hearings, (ap) 


Stevens and three other Americans. 

Congressional hearings revealed 
that the State Department was 
aware of, and rejected, several 
requests for increased security in 
Benghazi. Spokesmen for both the 
State Department and the White 
House took pains Friday to make 
clear that Biden’s “we” referred 
to the White House, where such 
requests would not go. 

Clinton backed up Biden’s asser- 
tion. “The president and the vice 
president certainly wouldn’t be 
knowledgeable about specific deci- 
sions that are made by security pro- 
fessionals,” she said Monday. 

Republican senators said Clin- 
ton’s claim was “a laudable gesture,” 
but they put the responsibility for 
the attack and the “escalating pat- 
tern of attacks this year in Beng- 
hazi” squarely on Obama and his 
national security team. 

“I think it’s very laudable that 
she should throw herself under the 
bus,” Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
said Tuesday. “But first of all, 
responsibility for American secu- 
rity doesn’t lie with the secretary 
of state. It lies with the president of 
the United States. ’’matthew lee (ap)

Social Security Benefits 
To increase 1.7 Percent 


Washington 

More than 56 million Social Secu- 
rity recipients will see their month- 
ly payments go up by 1.7 percent 
next year. 

The increase, which starts in Jan- 
uary, is tied to a measure of infla- 
tion released Tuesday by the Social 
Security Administration. It shows 
that inflation has been relatively low 
over the past year, resulting in one 
of the smallest increases in Social 
Security payments since automatic 
adjustments were adopted in 1975. 

Social Security payments aver- 
age $1,131 a month, or $13,572 
a year. A 1.7 percent increase 
amounts to a $19 increase each 
month, or about $230 a year, on 
average. Social Security recipients 
received a 3.6 percent increase in 
benefits this year after getting none 
the previous two years. 


About 8 million people who 
receive Supplemental Security 
Income also will receive the cost- 
of-living adjustment, or COLA.

Much of the 1.7 percent increase 
in benefits could get wiped out by 
higher Medicare Part B premi- 
ums, which are deducted from 
Social Security payments. Those 
are expected to rise by about $7 
per month for 2013, according to

Massive Heist at Dutch Museum 


Thieves walk off 
with works worth 
hundreds of millions 


Amsterdam 

Thieves broke into a Rotterdam 
museum Tuesday and walked off 
with works from the likes of Picas- 
so, Monet, Gauguin and Matisse 
potentially worth hundreds of mil- 
lions of euros. 

Police haven’t said how crimi- 
nals pulled off the early hours heist, 
but an expert who tracks stolen art 
said the thieves clearly knew what 
they were after. 

“Those thieves got one hell of 
a haul,” said Chris Marinello, who 
directs the Art Loss Register. 

The heist at the Runsthal muse- 
um is one of the largest in years in 
the Netherlands and is a blow for 
the private Triton Foundation col- 




What Was Taken?

lection, which was being exhibited 
publicly as a group for the first time. 

“It’s every museum director’s 
worst nightmare,” said Kunsthal 
director Emily Ansenk, who had 



been in Istanbul on business but 
returned immediately. 

She declined to reveal any 
details of how the thieves got in and 
out with the paintings or how the 
museum is protected, other than 
describing its security as “state of 
the art” and “functional.” 

Willem van Hassel, the muse- 
um’s chairman, said its security 
systems are automated and do not 
use guards on site. 

Police arrived at the scene five 
minutes after an alarm was trig- 
gered, he said. 

The Art Loss Register’s Mari- 
nello said the items taken could 
be worth “hundreds of millions of 
euros” if sold legally at auction, but 
the thieves have limited options. 
They may try to seek a ransom. 
They could also conceivably sell the 
paintings in the criminal market 
— but only for a fraction of their

The Cuban government announced 
Tuesday that it will eliminate a 
half-century-old restriction that 
requires citizens to get an exit visa 
to leave the country.

Jan. 14, will eliminate a much- 
loathed procedure that has kept 
many Cubans from traveling or 
moving abroad. 

“These measures are truly sub- 
stantial and profound,” said Col. 
Lamberto Fraga, Cuba’s deputy 
chief of immigration. “What we are 
doing is not just cosmetic.” 

Under the measure announced 


in the Communist Party daily 
Granma, islanders will only have to 
show their passport and a visa from 
the country they are traveling to. 

On the streets of Havana, the 
news was met with a mixture of 
delight and astonishment. 

“No! Wow, how great!” said 
Mercedes Delgado, 73, when told 
of the news. “Citizens’ rights are 
being restored.” 

Migration is a highly politicized 
issue in Cuba and beyond. Gran- 


ma published an editorial blaming 
the restrictions imposed in 1961 on 
U.S. attempts to topple the island’s 
government, plant spies and recruit 
its best-educated citizens. 

The new decree still imposes 
limits on travel: Cubans cannot 
obtain a passport or travel abroad 
without permission if they face

A 24-year-old man was struck and 
killed by a train heading to Shady 
Grove shortly before 11 a.m. at the 
Farragut North station Tuesday. 

The man appears to have inten- 
tionally jumped in front of the train, 
according to Metro. 

Red Line trains briefly skipped 
the Farragut North station after 
the incident.

D.C. Council Sued Over Emails 


Group: Work-related 
messages should be 
made public record 

Washington 

The D.C. Council is refusing to 
share work-related emails sent or 
received by its members on per- 
sonal accounts, prompting a group 
of transparency advocates to chal- 


lenge that policy in court. 

The D.C. Open Government 
Coalition asked a Superior Court 
judge Tuesday to force the coun- 
cil to make such emails public, 
claiming its current policy runs 
contrary to the D.C. Freedom of 
Information Act. 

James A. McLaughlin, a co- 
chairman of the coalition’s legal 
committee and associate coun- 
sel for The Washington Post, said 


the council’s position represents a 
“massive loophole” in D.C.’s pub- 
lic-records laws. 

“Effectively, the public has 
no ability to know what its pub- 
lic officials are doing,” he said. 
“FOIA could easily be circum- 
vented in its entirely with regard 
to email communications, which 
are some of the most important 
public records that are generated 
in government today.” 


(McLaughlin represents the 
Post’s interests on the board, but 
the Post has no formal role with 
the organization.) 

The use of personal accounts to 
transact official business is com- 
mon on the council, the coalition 
said. The lawsuit notes “one Coun- 
cilmember in particular is known 
to use a "gmaiP account almost 
exclusively for Council business.”

Giants reaffirm their 
status in NFL’s elite 
after a slow start 

Pro Football 

Despite being the defending Super 
Bowl champions, the New York 
Giants have managed to fly under 
the radar most of the season. 

In the preseason, they were 
overshadowed in their own area 
by Tim Tebow and the quarter- 
back hoopla with the New York Jets. 

A nationally televised season- 
opening loss to the Dallas Cow- 
boys turned off more people. And 
a nationally televised Sunday night 
setback to the Philadelphia Eagles 
that dropped them to 0-2 in the 
NFC East left many wondering 
whether this team would even be 
a playoff team. 

Well, guess again. 

The Giants (4-2) are not only 
back, the target on their backs 
may be even bigger after a domi- 
nating 26-3 win Sunday over the 
San Francisco 49ers, a team that 
many felt were the Super Bowl 


favorite in the NFC. 

At the least, the Giants made an 
enormous statement to every other 
NFL contender: Don’t ignore them. 

“There’s no doubt,” linebacker 
Michael Boley said. “I think we feel 
that once we put everything together, 
offense, defense and special teams, 
that’s something that is going to be 
tough for teams to beat us. We kind 
of put everything together [Sunday], 
and we showed that we’re a team to 
be reckoned with.” 

Coupled with the Eagles’ loss 
at home to Detroit, the Giants will 
head into Sunday’s game against 
the Redskins (3-3) with a one-game 
lead in the division.

Points This Year 


Big yardage isn’t 
adding up to scores 
or wins for Cavaliers 

Cavs Football 

Virginia’s offensive problems are 
found in the numbers. 

The Cavaliers (2-5, 0-3 Atlantic 
Coast Conference) averaged near- 
ly 500 yards over the past three 
games, a figure that would rank 
in the top 20 nationally over a full 
season. They lost all three. 

There have been defensive and 
special teams breakdowns that 
contributed to all three losses, but 
for all the yards the offense is put- 
ting up, it averaged just 25 points 
in those games. That figure would 
rank 84th in the nation. 

How to make the yardage trans- 
late into more points remains a 
focus and source of frustration for 
coach Mike London and his team 
as it prepares to face Wake Forest 
(3-3, 1-3) this weekend. 

“It’s very frustrating,” said quar- 
terback Phillip Sims, who made his 
second start last Saturday in the Cav- 
aliers’ fifth-straight loss, 27-20 to 
Maryland. “As a quarterback, scor- 
ing points is your job. That’s how 
you stay around. If you don’t pro- 
duce, the offense doesn’t produce, 
somebody else goes in. End of story.” 

Sims, the transfer from Alabama 
who replaced Michael Rocco as the 
starter, had a miserable day against 
the Terrapins, completing just 13 
of 28 passes for 139 yards with one 
touchdown and two interceptions.

The coach also 
expressed his support for offensive 
coordinator Bill Lazor, whose con- 
servative play calling against Mary- 
land was booed by fans. 

“I know that the plays that are

London said. “I think that Bill, on 
a couple of occasions, if he could, 
maybe he would do it over again.

A Kennedy daughter

Members of the Kennedy fami- 
ly will talk plenty when and if the 
politics align or the topic is just. In 
exchange for listening to Kenned- 
ys talk about the environment, pov- 
erty, Special Olympians, mental ill- 
ness or the legacies of their departed 
uncles and fathers, you might — 
might — be able to coax something 
vaguely personal from them. Soon 
enough, they wise up, smile broad- 
ly with those teeth, thank you so 
much for coming and move along. 
That is how you keep people curi- 
ous about you for more than half a 
century. That also keeps you safe. 

Take Ethel Skakel Kennedy, 84, 
who was married to Robert F. Ken- 
nedy for 18 years and has been keep- 
ing his work and memory alive for 
an additional 44 and counting since 
his death. Ethel hasn’t granted an 
interview of any length or depth in 
more than two decades. 

Yet her youngest daughter, Rory, 
43 — who has made plenty of nota- 
ble award-winning and Oscar-nom- 
inated documentaries — has finally 
made the movie many thought she 
would never make. The one about 
her family. 

“Ethel,” premiering on HBO 
at 9 p.m. Thursday, perhaps isn’t 
what fervent students of the Ken- 
nedy mystique may have hoped for. 
People who think the Kennedy cake 
has been overfrosted surely won’t 


fall for it, even though the film is 
undeniably moving. No one in the 
film tells all, certainly not Ethel. 

In the first few minutes of the 
film, Rory leads her mother to a 
chair in a well-lit sitting room in 
Hyannis Port, Mass. “Why should I 
have to answer all these questions?” 
Ethel wants to know. 


“Well, we’re making a documen- 
tary about you,” Rory says. 

“Such a bad idea,” Ethel says 
with a grimace. 

Kennedys don’t cry, and they 
definitely don’t divulge. 

“Ethel” is a daughter’s ode to her 
mother, and for that alone, it works 
beautifully. It’s also a love story.

“You were pregnant for 99 months 
of your life,” Rory, the couple’s 11th 
child, marvels, as she gently inter- 
rogates her mother. 

“That’s the first time I’ve heard 
it” put that way, Ethel says. 

The old Kennedy home movies, 
used richly here, are as hypnotically 
alluring and golden as ever. “Ethel” 
is free of historians, reporters and 
confidants who provide insights 
(and sometimes clutter) in most 
biographical documentaries. But at 
several points in the film, a viewer 
can sense the difficulties Rory was 
up against. She has brought a cam- 
era inside the family circle, and not 
just to film a touch football game. 

“Ethel” takes a delicate approach 
to much of its trickiest territory. 
President John F. Kennedy’s assas- 
sination in November 1963 doesn’t 
come until 54 minutes in, an event, 
Ethel says, unleashed “a tidal wave 
of grief.” 

RFK’s assassination in June 1968 
(before Rory was born) comes in the 
film’s final act, and only then does 
a viewer begin to wonder whether 
“Ethel” is still too focused on him 
and not her. When Rory says, “And 
then we lost Daddy,” Ethel pauses, 
then smiles tightly. 

“Let’s talk about something else.”
